EARL DUFFERIN'S ADDRESS. 

So far as concerns the "immediate" 
comistruction of the Island Railway 
■we shall not attempt to conceal from 
our readers the fact that wo experienc- 
ed | a great disappointment in the 
speech of Earl Dufferin to the citizens' 
committee. "Wo wont to Government 
House on Thursday anticipating that 
a scheme would be foreshadowed for 
tho speedy opening of railway com- 
munication botwoon Victoria and Nan- 
aimo. After hearing Earl Dufferin wo 
came away improssed with the idea 
that the construction of that work is 
not likely to he undertaken in the 
near future — unless the sum of money 
($750,000) offered in lieu is largoly 
increased. It is well not, to nurse 
delusions; and although Earl Duffer- 
in has promised to represent the truo 
state of our caso at London, the con- 
clusion is irresistible from his remarks 
that he is of opinion that tho Province 
has no valid claim on Canada for the 
construction of the short piece of road 
on the Island as a Government work; 
that all that can be asked from the Do- 
minion is compensation and tho con- 
struction of a lino of road to connoct 
tho western with the eastern seaboard. 
Whilst saying this, however, it should 
be remembered that Earl Dufferin as- 
sumes that the lino will bo brought 
via Bute Inlot; in which evont he de- 
clares the Island line will be necessa- 
ry to bring the commerce of Canada to 
the magnificent harbor of Esquimalt. 
Certainly the line cannot stop at Bute, 
where "there is no harbor, scarcely 
an anchorage." The contest being 
narrowed to two routes— Bute and 
Dean — the palm must be conceded to 
tho former. Dean Canal is even more 
hazardous for shipping than its com- 
petitor; and whilst the former has the 
prospect of all-rail connection some 
day with Esquimalt, tho latter is utter- 
ly destitute of harbors of any 
description. Thore is no absolute 
certainty that the line will strike 
saltwater at Bute; but the chan- 
ces are in favor of the line making its 
•sit from the Cascade range at that 
inlet. The demand that the Victorians 
laid before Earl Dufferin was for the 
carrying out of the Carnarvon Terms; 
failing that, for permission to separate 
from the Dominion. Now, Earl Duf- 
ferin argues against the clause of 
the Carnarvon Terms that provides for 
the construction of the Island road ox- 
cept as a link in the main line. As to 
Separation he thinks that the Crown 
would allow the Island to go; 
but ho plainly intimates that 
tho Mainland will bo hold to the Do- 
minion by inducements of self-in- 
terest which tho building of the main 
lino would furnish. His Excellency 
speaks very decidedly on this head. 
He sketches the wretched position of 
the Island created into a separate 
Crown Colony and stripped of consti- 
tutional Government. He pictures 
the lino of railway— now almost cer- 
tain to come to Bute — in case of Sep- 
aration deiiecteid further South; "with 
New Westminster tho capital of the 
Province, the Dominion would natur- 
ally use its best endeavours to build it 
up into a flourishing and prosperous 
city. It would be tho seat of Govern- 
ment, and tho homo of justico, as well 
as the chief social centre on the Paci- 
fic coast. Burrard Inlet would be- 
come a groat commercial port, and 
the miners of Cariboo with their stores 
of gold dust would siiond their festive 
and open-handed winters there." 
Well, this is not an encouraging pic- 
ture. Romove tho seat of Government 
to the Mainland, dispel the hope of 
railway construction via Bute Inlet; 
make Westminster or Burrard Inlet 
tho head of ocean steam navigation; 
give it tho custoinliousejtho postoffice; 
establish thore tho offices of tho 
civil service of Canada — what 
would tliero bo left to Victoria and Van- 
couver Island ? It is possible that tho 
diflastroua picture of tlio noblo Earl iH 
overdrawn, and that the results of Separ- 
ation would not bo bo bad as ho pre- 
dicts; but tuero ia enough con- 
tained in tho proposition to govern 
us tie Jamaica, Malta, Gibraltar or Heli- 
goland is governed to mako the peoplo 
pause and reflect before "plunging head- 
long in tho dark." It is tho duty of the 
gontlcmcn who insist that separation 
from tho Dominion would bolt r our for- 
tunee to show the country that separation 
would not mean u return to tho vassalage 
of tho pro-confodoration ilayB or bring in 
its train the ovils Earl Dufferin has sketch- 
ed. Columbians lived thirteen years un- 
der a system of Oovernmont that no civi- 
lized human beings ought to livn under a 



—a ''governing class," who oppressed tho 
peoplo with taxes and gave thorn no share 
in tho government of Uio country. Aro 
wo asked to return to that stato of things ? 
Shall we oxehango a Government of the 
Pooplo for tho Government of nn irres- 
ponsible oligarchy who would stuff us 
back into Confederation— Railway or nn 
Railway— at tho first opportunity ? "Wo 
say that tho onus rosts with tho gontlomen 
who advocate Secession to show that tho 
miseries ably depicted by Lord Dufferin, 
and which, if true, mean tho utter ruin of 
Victoria, would not follow a vole for Se- 
paration. 

In no portion of Earl Dufferin 's speech 
is ho more eloquent or forciblo than whore 
he defends Mr. Maokouzio from tho charge 
of having intrigued against tho passage of 
tho Esquimolt-Nanaimo Railway Bill by 
tho Senate. Tho vindication of tho Pre- 
mier is comploto. Earl Dufferin has had 
the host opportunity of studying Mr. 
Mackenzie's character, and ho pronounces 
him incapable of an act of perfidy or dis- 
honesty. 

There are other points of Earl Duffer- 
in's speoch to which we shall refer to- 
morrow. In the mcantimo wo would ad- 
vise everyone who feels tho slightest in- 
terest in tho future of this country to read 
tho speech carefully. It is a clear, ablo 
and eloquent effort, and entitles the (lov- 
ernor-General to rank with tho foremost 
statesmen and orators of tho day.

The letter from our special correspond- 
ent accompanying the Governor-General 
on his trip to British Columbia affords 
somo further insight into the state of 
feeling in that portion of tho Province 

Lord UnfTeiiu lie..-* already visited. It is 

more than over obvious that the feelings 
excited, and tho interests aroused, are 
mainly of a local and sectional character. 
Tho people of Victoria aro excited, not so 
much at the delay in constructing tho 
main line, as at the apparent impossibility 
of their obtaining tbo railway from Nan- 
aimo to Esquimalt. If that had pro- 
gressed, thoy would bo happy; as it was 
stopped by tho action of tho Senate, thoy 
aro miserable, discouraged and dis- 
contented. There aro degreco of ir- 
ritation, no doubt, and very different 
modes of expressing the popular senti- 
ment. While tho peoplo of Victoria may 
be nearly a unit in their general views on 
the subject of tho railway, it appears to bo 
for the newspaper of the Conservative 
loader — Mr. Amor DeCosmos — to adopt 
a tone at onco foolish and indecent. 

Lord Dufferin, while precluded from 
accepting tho address it had been deter- 
mined to presont to him, with his usual 
courtesey took occasion to discuss tho 
situation pretty froely with tho deputa- 
tion The interview was a long one, uud 
appears to have pointed to the abandon- 
ment of the Island railway scheme and 
the offer of a money equivalent. What 
else His Excellency could have said is not 
at all plain. Ho, through his Ministers, 
had recommended Parliament to vote tho 
money to build the road; the House of 
Commons voted the money and passed 
tho bill, but tho Senate throw it out at tho 
instance, and all tho assistance ho could 
render, of tho loader of tho Opposition 
iu tho Upper House, that gout Ionian 
having been a member of tho Macdonald 
Government; and in tho Senate Mr. 
Campbell still leads a majority. More 
than that, Sir John A. Macdonald and 
Dr. Tupper, iu the Houso of Commons, 
avowedly only voted in favor of tho road, 
and against an amendment designed to kill 
off the scheme prompted by themselves, be- 
cause their Order in Council of June, 
1873, had committed them to placing the 
western terminus of tho Canadian Pacific 
at Esquimalt. 

But under no conceivable circumstances 
could It be proper to allude\in such terms to 
the Viceroy of the Sovereign as are employ- 
ed in the Standard, of which paper Mr, l)e 
Cosmos is the proprietor. His Excellency 
is charged with "subterfuge"; with an at- 
tempt to hoodwink and bilk tho pooplo; 
"to sow dissension everywhere"; "to win 
laurels as tho price of degrading the high 
office of the Governor- General," Ho is 
called a vice-regal spy."; "a bird of pas- 
sago"; accused of "temporizing in place 
of giving a fair outspoken answer"; and is 
told ho will soon bare "to hide his dim- 
inished head." We are not surprised to 
learn that this attack on the Queen's repre- 
sentative, whiie agues to/ the people of Brit- 
ish Columbia, has excited a very strong, 
feeling of disgust, and Induced reasonable 
people to speak more moderately, * * ' * 
As wo have said before, there is no reason 
for surprise at the feeling exhibited by 
tbo people of Victoria. But it is impos- 
sible to carry on tbo government of tho 
Dominion if a mere local sentiment is to 
prevail. Tho people of Canada aro des- 
irous thiit tho Pacific Railway should be 
constructed, but thoy are not to bo threat- 
ened or bullied into building 2G0 more 
miles than the original bargain required 
of them, and the last thing likely to prove 
effectual is a threat. This abuse of tho 
Canadian Coverumeut, thote charges of 
bud faith against Canada, these insults 
offered to the Governor-General, will not 
hasten the building of tho Pacific Rail- 
way by one hour. If they are reasonable 
(hey will get all thoy can justly claim, if 
they are determined on boing unreason- 
able they might take their own course, 
thoy will not in ono smglo respect ulter 
that of the Dominion . 

Nor will any ill-advised advocacy in 
Great Britain help them. The utter ig- 
norance of the real merits of tho cuse 
exhibited by the London Journals renders 
their comments practically worthless. 
Tho samo papers that now upbraid Canada 
for not proceeding recklessly with the 
construction of tho railway originally 
treated the proposal to build it as btilo 
bettor than an act of madness. Their 
advice is good for nothing, and thoy had 
better let us manege by and for ourselves. 
As to thu demand put forward- -separation 
being the penalty of refusal— by tho 
Viet uia Standard that tho Cauadian 
Pacific terminus shall bo at jE3quitui.lt, 
it is too preposteroue to bo entertained 
for ono moment. Tho Canadian Pacific 
Railway is to bejbuilt, but not in tho ex- 
clusive interest of tho City of Victoria nor 
yet of tho Province of British Columbia.

EUEOPE. 

London, Sept. 10.— The text of the 
Porte's answer to tho Powers shows 
that the Porto, among other condi- 
tions for peace, requires that Sorvia 
shall send back all persons who emi- 
grated to that country from tho neigh- 
boring Turkish provinces. 

London, Sept. 16.— Tho "Timos" 
to-day, in an article on the Turkish 
peace conditions, concludes as follows 
"Although tho Porto has said its last 
words, the Great Powers have not 
said theirs. It romaiuB for thorn to 
signify by a collective act what terms 
of peace aro admissable, and Turkey 
will, indeed, have begun a new chapter 
of her history if sho should rosist 
their united counsels. Hor unbending 
attitude almost warrants the suspicions 
that to save her own dignity in the 
presence of her subjects sho is wait- 
ing for tho presence of those powers 
which, as thoy protect,must also com- 
mand. 

LonDon, Sept. 10.— Ruoter's Tele- 
graph Go. has a dispatch from Belgrade 
stating that an agreement to suspend 
hostilities for ten days has been signed. 

Sir Stafford Northcoto, Chancellor 
of Exchequer, in addiessing a huge 
mooting at Edinburgh yesterday, 
made a defence of tho government's 
policy in tho East, taking tho same 
grounds as Lord Derby in his reply to 
the b ame deputations on the lTth inst. 
He repudiated as baseless that the 
Govornmont was inlluonced by feol- 
ings of jealousy against Russia, Ho 
stated that tho Government accepted 
the duty of protecting tho Christian 
subjects of tho Porto from misgovorn 
mont. The Chancellor concluded his 
speech with tho following important 
announcement: "I received a enm. 
munication to-day stating that definite 
steps had been taken by the Porte 
for putting an end to hostilities." 

London, Sept. 18. — It is stated that 
the British Government has instructed 
its agents in Bosnia and Herzegovina 
to urge the insurgents to cease hostil- 
ities. 

The "Standard's" special from 
Belgrade declares there is absolutely 
no truth in the report of a Servian 
ictory on tho Moravia. 

London, Sept. 18. — A "Times" spec- 
ial, dated Semlin, 17th, says the 
Turkish government has ordered all 
its commanders to discontinue hostili- 
ties until further notice. Prince 
Milan Bent similar orders to Genoral 
Tchoruayoff and other Servian com- 
manders. No limit to the duration 
of the armistico is specified ; but either 
party may terminate it by giving 
notice. There has been great activity 
among tho foreign consuls nil day. 
Many cypher dispatches passed be- 
tween Belgrade, London and Con- 
stantinople. 

CANADA. 

Ai.ta.mont, Sept. 1(1.— The Altamont 
furnituro factory in West's block and a 
number of adjoining buildings burned 
this morning. Loss of furnituro compa- 
ny, $50,000. 

Ottawa, Sept. 1(>, — Information has 
been received by tho Government from 
Lt.-Gov. Morgan of the completion of a 
second treaty with the Indian tribes oc- 
cupying tho country of which Port Hill 
may bo described as the centre. Another 
treaty, concluded three weeks ago with 
tho Indians near Prince Albert's feltle- 
ment, includes all tribes east of the boun- 
daries of tho treaty just made.
